The 
world's future depends upon the wllUnaness 
Of all nations, great and small, to collahotato 
with mutual respect and trust. As the Soviet's 
controlled press put It we'll, though referring 
only to the smaller nations, the Important 
thing Is that all peoples shnli prove willing to 
"bring tholr national alms and Interests Into 
harmony with the IntercsL-! of all the peace- 
loving powers." 

It Is not because Russia favors the Lublin 

■ committee, or wants the Ukraine and Wlilte 
Russia to have scats In the assembly, or pre- 
fers lour co-chairmen tor the conference In- 

■ fitead ol one chairman, that Is disturbing. Nor 
does It Ecem reasonable for a moment that 
Premier Stalin considers any or all of these 

. things transcendant. 

The danger comes from Russia's Insistence 
upon making the rules as she plea.-ies, usually 

■ without consultation even with the other 
great powers, and leaving It to the rest of the 
world to take those rulea or leave them— or 

. Just what do we think we can do about It? 
Eyen when there Is consultation and acree- 
ment, as there was at the Crimea conference 
about revision of the Lublin committee, Mos- 
cow csoilcally Isnorcs the minute concession 
she has promised to make In return lor our 
- much greater waivers. 

No sincere advocate of world pence through 
International organisation will worry unduly 
about whatever machinery may come out of 
San Francisco provided It Is designed by the 
frank, trustful, sincere cooperation of the 
nations represented there. 

On the other hand, the most naive advocate 
of such international collaboration can not 
have the alfghtest faith In any charter, how- 
ever perfect It may look on paper, that is dic- 
tated by one distrustful great power and ac- 
cepted by the others under what amounts to 
duress.
